SAN FKASCISCO, August 17.—A special 


totba Chronicle from Angela Camp says: 
For the second time within a little over 
two years the Utica mine, tho moat 
famous gold producing mine on the 
mother lode, caught fire today. The 
first thought of all was for the night 
shift, which was at work when the blaze 
waa discovered spreading from the oil 
tank to the timbers. The men had ee- 
:aped early, and no one had been in the 
least injured. 


The first intimation that anything 


was wrong came from a car man who 


s passing elation-No. 4 on the 800 foot 


level at 4 p.m. The whole woodwork 
was on fire. He attempted to beat it 
out with bia jacket, but soon found it 
was ueeleaa, as a large cask of oil was in 
flames. The men in the Stickle shaft 
were notified at once, and were hoisted 
to the top. One of their number had 
been to the station only fifteen minutes 
before to fill his lamp and is supposed 
to have set fire to something in close 
proximity to the oil tank. 


All of the men in other flections of the 


mine wero taken out and placed at work 
bulk heading the two drifts 
in the 


Stickle. 
Ono runs from tho north and 


the other from the south, and counectB 
tho Utica \vith tho Stickle shaft. With 
thRPB cloyed up water tight Iho hy- 
drau ic monitors were put 
to work 


throwing water into the shaft on lire. 
For four hours thousands of j-allouB of 
water poured into tho mine, while tho 
hopes of the miners that it-would be 


tinguahed speedily fell. 
i 


At H o'clock the water was shut off 


and all openings closed air tight, in the 
hope that the lire would bo smothered 
without further trouble, but no one ia 
capable of eayinc at this time whether 
or not the work hae buen successful. 
Tomorrow afternoon the shaft will be 
opened and men eeutdown to learn just 
what has been accomplished. 


Should there be no lire tomorrow 


when the miners go below to investi- 
gate the pumps will be put to work re- 
moving the water in tho mine. The 
miners estimate that it will be fully a 
month before work will be resumed in 
thia ehaft even if the first attack on the 
lire baa proved eiiccoeeful. 


No correct estimate of the loea by lire 


can be estimated till the extent of dam- 
age in the shaft iu known. Tho super- 
intendent stated thia evening that he 
could not give out any figures as to the 
approximate damages, but hoped they 
would be far smaller thnn at first named, 
when tho loas was placed at several 
hundred thousand dollars. 
t 
At fl p.m. there waa no indication that 


tho fire had not been completely extin- 
guished, and the miners have taken 
heart. They are anxiously awaiting the 
opening of the Stickle ehalt tomorrow 
afternoon, when their doubts will be set 
at reat.

Hn.i,8uoi:o, 111., August 17,—Six hun- 


dred striking coal miners, eight abreast, 
invaded Coffeen at 3.30 this afternoon, 
throwing aside the deputy sheriffs doing 
guard duty and going through the town 
pell mell. 
The ofliciiila ordered the 


guards not to shoot, but they began 
making arrests as far as possible. Gen- 
eral Bradley waa the first man placed 
under arrest, and three guarda came to 
this city with him as fast as horses 
could travel. He is now in the county 
jail. Other prisoners are on the way 
here. No shots were fired and no blood 
was shed. Tuu invasion waa for the 
purpose of inducing the men at work 
in the mine there to quit work and join 
tho strikers. The sheriff will increase 
his force of deputies and the invaders 
will be compelled to leave the town or 
there will be a contlict. 


Davis* Will Admitted to Probate. 


SAN FHANCISCO, August 17.—The will 


of Jacob r/t. Davia, who died in Phila- 
delphia a few months ago, which dis- 
poses of an estate valued at over $1,- 
000,000, waa today admitted to probate, 
Judge Coffee overruling the objections 
of the unsuccessful contestants. Letters 
of administration,with the will annexed, 
were issued to Lizzie Mulr and Mrs, 
Belle Curtis, the nieces, who are named 
in the will as sole legatees. The bond of 
the administrators was fixed at $050,000. 
Alexander Boyd, the partner of Davis, 
testified that the estate consists of a one- 
half interest in the partnership prop* 
erty of Boyd & Davis, and that the value 
of the one-half interest of Davia is ft,- 
042,721. The attorneys for the contest- 
ante propose to move for a new trial.
